You will recall that it was our 
intention to provide against the possibility that our present night watchman, 
in whom we have the greatest confidence, might be prevented from continuing 
in our service for any reason. A further reason dictating the installation 
of this service was that we might be saved the inconventence, difficulty 
and expense of installing it after the building was erected, whereas, by 
doing it during the course of the erection all these elements would ba min- 


This Company's letter savors of the "go-getter" business 
methods,which have marked their relations with me. Every representative 
they have sent to talk to me. with regard to it, and I should judge there 
have. heen at least half a dozen, have known little or nothing about the 
contract, therefore being interested only in signing us up for sonething 
we have repeatedly told them we do not yet want. Their insistence upon 
putting in the unsightly key boxes which are not used was made in the face 
of our objection that they could te installed later. Their excuse that the 
night watch and fire alarm boxes might be used in an emergency is a trumped 
up one, because they admit in the same sentence that no signal would be re- 
ceived at their central office - due, of course, to the fact that the wiring 
is not connected.

For your convenience I append a copy of your letter. 


You will also recall that it was 
not necessary to claim your promise last year be- 
cause the year closed without a deficit. As you 
know, we have no such prospect for the present year 
and I am wondering, with a view to clarifying our 
bank statement, whether it would be convenient for 
you to fulfill your promise before the end of this 
month, thereby simplifying the bank statement due 
at that time. 


If it is possible for you to re- 
spond to this suggestion may I say that the amount 
expended this year totalled $234.90. Mr. Newell 
has promised to make possible the continuance of 
the work during the coming winter. ‘Trusting you 
will understand my reasons for bringing this matter 
to your attention at the. present time, I beg to sub-
